We have no mission or authority to use UAS's in DSCA operations or to 
hold images/video for exploitation on US territory. Any images/video collected 
during training flights are re-recorded over or erased. 

We maintain Proper Use Memorandums (PUMs) on UAV's for training 
purposes only.. .they are FOUO in the areas dealing with sensors and not 
releasable under FOIA... blank example attached. 

We do not have a plan to use/seek SECDEF approval to use UAS's outside 
of Training. 

"No DoD unmanned aircraft systems (UAS) will be used for DSCA 
operations, including support to Federal, State, local, and tribal government 
organizations, unless expressly approved by the Secretary of Defense. Use of 
armed UAS for DSCA operations is not authorized."
